Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1959* 


The  Registrar  General' s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population 
v/as  2,44-0  -  an  increase  of  40  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 


Live  Births  and  Rate 

The  number  of  live-births  was  30  (l8  M,  4?  p)  which  represents  a 
decrease  of  1 6  from  that  of  the  previous  year,  and  the  crude  rate  was 
accordingly  12.29;  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar  General's  Comparabil 
Factor  which  is  computed  from  a  population  standardised  for  age  and  sex 
distribution,  the  rate  was  only  slightly  increased  to  12.66  and  was 
appreciably  lower  that  that  of  1 6. 5  for  England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 

One  stillbirth  was  registered  and  the  rate  was  accordingly  32.26; 
that  for  England  and  Wales  was  20.7* 


Infant  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

One  infant  death  was  also  registered,  and  the  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  was  accordingly  33*33;  that  for  England  and  Wales  was  22.0.  The 
cause  of  death  was:- 

(l)  (a)  Intracranial  haemorrhage 

(b)  Birth  trauma  -  (30  minutes). 

Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  was  nil,  as  there  were  no  deaths  from  Pregnancy,  Childbirth 
and  Abortion. 

Total  Deaths  and  Death  Rate 

■*  The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  24  (10  M.  14  F. )  and 
the  crude  death  rate  was  9*84;  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar  Gener  I 
Comparability  Factor,  as  for  births,  the  rate  becomes  reduced  to  8.66,  and 
compares  very  favourably  with  that  of  11.6  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  chief  group  cause  of  death,  as  expected,  was  Heart  and  Circular 
Diseases  and  Vascular  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System,  which  are  the  most 
common  cause  of  natural  death  amongst  aged  people;  there  were  thirteen 
of  those  deaths. 

Of  these,  Disease  of  the  Coronary  Artery  of  the  Heart  caused  three 
deaths,  the  ages  at  death  having  been  36,  77  and  83  years.  The  tragic 
feature  of  this  disease  is  that  it  is  not  wholly  a  senile  disease,  but 
also  claims  many  victims  in  middle  age  when  their  responsibilities  are  at 
their  highest.  Considerable  research  is  being  conducted  into  its  cause, 
which  is  still  obscure. 

Cancer,  also  as  expected,  was  the  next  highest  cause  of  death, 
four  of  v/hich  were  registered. 
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Cancer  of  the  Lung  caused  one  death  -  a  male,  aged  71  years.  The 
hypothesis  that  the  inhalation  of  tobacco  smoke,  particularly  in  excess 
over  a  prolonged  number  of  years,  is  a  primary  or  contributory  cause  of 
Lung  Cancer,  has  weighty  statistical  evidence  to  support  it. 

The  other  causes  of  death  were  miscellaneous  and  there  was  no 
exceptional  influence. 

No  death  vm.s  due  to  the  Infectious  Diseases,  which  Signifies  the 
supremacy  of  modern  prevention  and  treatment. 

Infectious  Diseases 

Sc  arlet  Never 

Seventeen  cases  of  this  infection  were  notified  and  we re  associated 
with  the  children  in  the  Frimary  School.  Vvith  the  valuable  assistance  of 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  the  noses  and  throats  of  all  the 
children  and  staff  of  the  school  were  swabbed  and  twenty-five  of  the  children 
were  found  to  be  carriers  of  the  causal  organism,  viz.  Haemolytic  Streptococci 
in  rheir  noses  and  throats,  seventy-seven  in  their  throats  and  three  in  their 
noses  only.  The  Haemolytic  Streptococci  were  typed  and  the  predominant 
type  was  found  to  be  4*  Type  12  was  present  in  nine  children,  Type  1  in  one, 
and  Type  28 ' in  two. 

Type  12  is  known  to  be  a  cause  of  the  complication  Acute  Nephritis  but 
none  of  the  seventeen  children  who  had  been  notified  as  suffering  from  the 
illness  was  afflicted  by  this  or  any  other  complication.  The  illness  conformed 
to  its  present  mild  nature  and  all  were  treated  at  home. 


With  the  willing  co-operation  of  the  Practitioners  concerned,  most  of 
the  nasal  carriers  were  treated  at  home  and  were  not  allowed  to  return  to 
school  until  negative  release  swabs  were  obtained.  Three  of  the  nasal 
carriers  who  had  heavy  growths  with  nasal  discharge  and  excoriation  were 
treated  in  the  Infectious  Doseases  Hospital. 

These  measures  were  successful  in  terminating  the  outbreak. 

Whooping  Cough 

Only  two  cases  of  this  distressful  infectious  disease  were  notified. 

More  and  more  children  are  being  inoculated  each  year  through  their  family 
Doctors  or  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre  and  the  number  of  notified  cases  should 
correspondingly  decrease  each  year.  Another  remarkable  triumph  of  preventive 
medicine  will  be  achieved  if  vaccination  ensures  the  disappearance  of  this 
dangerous  infectious  disease. 

Measles 

Only  eight  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified.  Measles  is  primarily 
an  infection  of  children  which  is  impracticable  to  prevent  owing  to  its 
highly  infective  nature  in  the  early  catarrhal  stage  when  it  is  confused 
with  the  common  cold  by  parents.  The  virus  rapidly  disseminates  in  class¬ 
rooms  and  children  bring  it  home  to  their  younger  brothers  and  sisters. 

Infants  in  whom  its  chief  complication  viz.  broncho-pneumonia  can  rapidly 
progress,  should  therefore  be  sheilded  from  contact  as  long  as  necessary. 

Other  infrequent  but  serious  complications  are  Otitis  Media  and  Acute 
Encephalitis. 

Outbreaks  occur  when  a  sufficient  number  of  susceptible  children 
has  aggregated  which  on  an  average  happens  every  alternate  year  and  as  far 
as  can  be  foreseen  this  is  an  infection  with  which  children  will  always  be 
afflicted. 


This  disease  is  caused  by  the  same  micro-organism  as  Scarlet  Fever 
and  when  cases  of  the  latter  are  prevalent  it  is  usual  to  meet  with  cases 
of  Erysipelas.  However,  only  one  case  was  notified.  Specific  treatment 
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is  available  for  this  once  very  serious  infection  of  the  skin,  and  it  is 
dramatic  to  observe  the  inflammatory  processes  subside  with  treatment. 

Acute  Primary  or  Influenzal  Pneumonia 

Five  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified.  Including  these  and  the 
secondary  Fiieumonias  there  was  only  one  death  due  to  broncho-pneumonia 
which  was  secondary  to  another  serious  illness.  Before  the  introduction 
of  the  Sulphonamides  in  1936  and  of  the  antibiotics  later,  deaths  at  all 
ages  from  the  Pneumonias  were  prominent. 

Tuberculosis 

Two  new  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  notified  and  were  in 
an  older  age-group,  i.e.  40  and  4 1  years.  Prior  to  1950,  the  adolescent 
age  group  was  the  most  vulnerable  and  contained  the  highest  national 
notification  rate.  The  decline  relating  to  this  latter  age-group  is 
probably  due  to  a  combination  of  increased  resistance  induced  by  improved 
nutrition  and  social  environment  and  of  the  immunity  induced  by  B. C.G-. 
vaccination  which  is  offered  to  school-leavers. 

Facilities  for  ascertainment  of  cases  have  also  been  considerably 
improved,  of  which  the  outstanding  example  is  the  Mass  Radiography  Service. 

No  new  cases  of  Non-Re spir at ory  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  which  in 
general  terms  is  an  index  of  the  safety  of  the  Milk  Supplies  as  far  as  Bovine 
Tuberculosis  has  been  concerned,  and  is  a  vindication  of  the  Government 
Folicy  to  allow  only  Designated  Milks  to  be  sold. 

That  there  were  no  deaths  is  also  a  reflection  of  the  success  of  modern 
treatment,  which  has  closed  the  majority  of  Sanatorium  beds. 

To  epitomise,  the  public  Health  of  the  Borough  throughout  the  year 
may  be  regarded  as  having  been  very  satisfactory. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you  for 
your  interest  and  support  in  the  work  of  the  Department  and  also  the  staff 
for  their  efficient  co-operation.
